Standards Will Match

Rim Of Center

LIGHT COMPANY 


At a special meeting, Thursday 


.evening, council voted to permit the 
Metropolitan Edison electric com- 
pany to install the four light stand- 
ards in the center square plot. At 
the regular June meeting, council 


- awarded the contract for this work 
to the II. and T. electric company, 
York street. 


H. L. Harbach, proprietor of the 


H. and T. electric company, will 
carry out that part of his contract 
which calls for the installation of 
the police signal lights to be placed 
on the light standards. His cost for 
that work will be $144. 


Match New Standards 


Under the contract with Mr. Har- 


bach, council would have installed 
four of the old standards taken 
from center square when the Metro- 
politan Edison company installed 
the 12 -present ornamental light 
standards. 


By the new arrangement, however, 


the light company will install four 
standards to match the 12 already 
around the square. The company 
will also maintain them, replacing 
burned out bulbs and making any 
necessary repairs. Had council in- 
stalled the standards, lhat expense 
would have been borne by the bor- 
ough. 


The light company was instructed 


to use 400 candlepower bulbs in the 
standards instead of 600 candle- 
power 'lights used in the other 12 
standards in the square. 
L. O. 


Buckner, industrial engineer of the 
Metropolitan Edison company, who 
presented the light company's pro- 
posal to council, said the cost of 
•operating the lights all night would 
TBe $22.17 a, month. 


To Repair Damages 


If the borough had placed the 


jstendsrds in the plot and oper- 
lited the lights on a meter the cost 
was animated at $20 a month, using 
the lights only until midnight. 


The light company also will be 


responsible for any damage resulting 
from contact with its standards. If 
the borough had installed its stand- 
ards it would have had to assume 
liability for any accidents. 


The police signals will be attached 


to the street side of the-standards. 
Council overlooked the fact that 
these signal lights could not be at- 
tached to the high voltage line 
which will furnish current for the 
lights, and a seperate conduit will 
have to be laid for the police sig- 
nal system/ 


Only a bare quorum was in at- 


tendance at the meeting. President 
A. B. Levan presided, and other 
councilmen present were D. C. Stall- 
smith, Emory C. Williams, John 
Newman and C. Ray Rupp.

Two hundred Adams county ga- 


rage and service station owners 
heard Sergeant Herman J. Roush. 
of the state highway motor patrol 
headquarters. 
Harrisburg. 
explain 


the new three-month automobile in- 
spection period which begins July 1, 
at a meeting at the court house, 
Thursday evening. 


At the end of the three-month in- 


spection period, the second three- 
month enforcement period will be- j 
gin. The first three-month enforce- 
ment period ends June 30. 


One of the features of the forth- 


coming inspection period will be the 
change in the stickers affixed to the 
windshields of approved cars. The 
new stickers will be blue and gold 
in contrast with the opaque orange 
of the first inspection this year. 


Waterproof Stickers 


In addition, the new stickers will 


be waterproof and will be ,made so 
that once they are affixed to wand- 
shields they cannot be removed 
without being destroyed. 


The department of revenue will 


punch the number of the inspection 
station on the stickers before issuing 
them, and the stations will punch 
the date of inspection on the stickers. 
There will be no writing on the 
Stickers to blur. 


Every garageman will be required 


to keep an accurate record of all 
work done to inspected cars. This 
is another new feature of the forth- 
coming inspection. 


Sergeant Roush told the service 


station men that all headlights 
which have been on the depart- 
ment's aproved list any time during 
the past five years will be approved 
provided, however, that they have no 
defects. In the'event the headlights 
are defective in any way, they must 
be replaced, he said. 


Tail lights may be approved, he 


added, if they thoroughly illuminate 
all the numbers on the license plate 
so that the letters and figures may 
be seen for a distance of 500 feet to 
the rear.

At a special meeting, Thursday 


evening, council voted to permit the 
Metropolitan Edison electric com­ 
pany to install the four light stand­ 
ards in the center square plot. 
At 
the regular June meeting, council 
awarded the contract for this work 
to the II. and T. electric company, 
York street. 
H. L. Mar bach, proprietor of the 
H. and T. electric company, will 
carry out that part of his contract 
which calls for the installation of 
the police signal lights to be placed 
on the light standards. His cost for 
that work will be $144 
Match New Standards 
Under the contract with Mr. Har- 
bach, council would have installed 
four of the old standards taken 
from center square when the Metro­ 
politan Edison company Installed 
the 
12 
present 
ornamental 
light 
standards. 
By the new arrangement, however, 
the light company will install four 
standards to match the 12 already 
around the square. 
The company 
will also maintain them, replacing 
burned out bulbs and making any 
necessary repairs. 
Had council in­ 
stalled the standards, that expense 
would have been borne by the bor- j 
ough. 
The light company was instructed 
to use 400 candlepower bulbs in the 
standards Instead of 600 candle- 
power lights used in the other 12 
standards in the square. 
L. O. 
Buckner, industrial engineer of the 
Metroooiitan Edison company, who 
presented the light company's pro­ 
posal to council, said the cost of 
operating the lights all night wcuid 
Ak* $22.17 a month. 
To Repair Damages 
If the borough had placed the 
standards rn the plot and oper­ 
ated the lights on a meter the cost 
was erMmated at $20 a month, using 
the Hints only until midnight. 
The light company also will be 
responsible for any damage resulting 
from contact with its standards. If 
the borough had installed its stand­ 
ards it would have had to assume 
liability for any accidents. 
The police signals will be attached 
to the street side of the standards. 
Council overlooked 
the fact that 
these signal lights could «^ot be at­ 
tached to the 
high 
voltage line 
which will furnish current for the 
lights, and a seperate conduit will 
have to be laid for the police sig­ 
nal system.

House to house peddlers and solicitors of orders for this and th a t 
are becoming an ever greater nuisance to the American home as any 
housewife might truthfully testify. Still the housewife whose home is 
constantly invaded by these itinerant super-salesm en has the remedy 
in her own hands. 
A tim ely suggestion along this line is made by Prof. Conrad, of the 
New Jersey Teachers college, who points out th a t the peddler who 
boasts th a t his firm has no store is trying to m ake a store out of your 
home. You are expected to furnish a place where he may do business 
free from the expense which other m erchants m ust pay. 
Besides, he insists on making you shop a t his convenience, no 
m atter how much it may interfere w ith your daily routine. 
He takes 
up your tim e arguing you into buying som ething th a t in most cases 
you neither want nor need. 
Sometimes you buy to get rid of him, 
when you ought to say: 
“This is a home, not a place of business, and I am not going to 
allow you to use it as a store. Good day,” 
T h at m ight seem rather inconsiderate. B ut it is one way of dis­ 
couraging the peddler, who has not the slightest consideration for 
your peace and comfort, but uses your home as a m arket place, in un­ 
fair com petition with home m erchants who pay rent, taxes, license 
fees, and in other ways contribute to the welfare of the community. 


NEWSPAPER SUBSCRIPTION RATES 
(From The Auxiliary, Chicago) 
For th e subscriber, the difference between a newspaper at $2.00 a 
year or a t $1.50 a year Is less th an one cent a week. In the course of 
a year it m eans to him only the cost of a few cigars. 
To the publisher of a weekly newspaper w ith 1,000 circulation the 
difference between a $2.00 subscription price or a $1.50 price m eans 
$500.00 a year. T h at $500.00 may very well m ean th e difference between 
a newspaper or no newspaper; the difference between a profitable 
business or an unprofitable business. 
In 1914 the general price of country weekly newspapers was $1.50 
a year. At th a t tim e the country publisher was buying news print for 
about three cents a pound in ton lots. Today he is paying from four 
to five cents a pound. At th a t time he was paying once cent a pound 
flat for postage. Today he pays one and one-half cents on the read­ 
ing m atter content of his paper and zone rates on the advertising. At 
th at tim e he was paying $12.00 to $20.00 a week for printers. Today he 
pays anyw here from $20.00 to $40,00 for printers. There are but few 
item s th a t enter into the production of a newspaper that do not cost 
anywhere from 25 to IOO'/, more now th a n the sam e items cost in 1914. 
C ountry newspaper subscription prices have n o t been increased in 
anything like the proportion th a t new spaper production costs have 
increased. The greatest bargain the public is offered today is the home- 
owned weekly newspaper, and no subscriber who really w ants the 
paper is going to stop his subscription because he m ust pay four cents 
instead of three cents a week for it. He is not th a t anxious to save 
one cent a week. 
The people of any community wish th a t com m unity to be repre­ 
sented by a good newspaper. The people want a good newspaper more 
th an they want the difference between four and three cents a week. 
To quote a report of the National Editorial association: “The people 
have dem onstrated th a t they will more willingly pay a full price for 
full value than a partial price for partial value.”

Revenue Reduces 
Personnel Costs 


From January I to June I, inclu­ 
sive, the departm ent of revenue has 
effected an annual saving in salaries 
of $212,649, or 8.3 per cent, Secretary 
Clyde L. King has announced. This 
saving was effected without any de­ 
crease in service rendered the public 
or in the collection of taxes. 
In reducing the cost of operating 
the departm ent, 191 employes, or 
10.3 per cent, of the departm ent’s 
total personnel, was dropped. Their 
work either had been completed or 
was ended by the Installation of 
more efficient methods. This auto­ 
m atically reduced the number of 
neded employes. 
Of the total annual saving, $128,- 
292 was effected in the bureau of 
motor vehicles. 
Tile personnel there 
on January I was 651. On June I, 
it had been reduced to 521, a de­ 
crease of 130, or 20 per cent. A pro­ 
gram calling for an additional large 
annual saving in the cost of prepar­ 
ing m otor vehicle renewal registra­ 
tion applications and operator’s li­ 
cense renewal applications is soon to 
become effective.

House to house peddlers and solicitors of orders for this and that 


are becoming an ever greater nuisance to the American home, as any 
housewife might truthfully testify. Still the housewife whose home is 
constantly invaded by these itinerant super-salesmen has the remedy 
in her own hands. 


A timely suggestion along this line is made by Prof. Conrad, of the 


New Jersey Teachers' college, who points out that the peddler who 
boasts that his firm has no store is trying to make a store out of your 
home. You are expected to furnish a place where he may do business 
free from the expense which other merchants must pay. 


Besides, he insists on making you shop at his convenience, no. 


matter how much it may interfere with your daily routine. He takes 
up your time arguing you into buying something that in most cases 
you neither want nor need. . Sometimes you buy to get rid of him, 
when you ought to say: 


"This is a home, not a place of business, and I am not going to 


allow you to use it as a store. Good day." 


Thav migut seem ratner inconsiderate. But it is one way ol dis- 


couraging the peddler, who has not the slightest consideration for 
your peace and comfort, but uses your home as a market place, in un- 
fair competition with home merchants who pay rent, taxes, license 
fees, and in other ways contribute to the welfare of the community. 


' NEWSPAPER SUBSCRIPTION RATES 


(From The Auxiliary, Chicago) 


For the subscriber, the difference between a newspaper at $2.00 a 


year or at $1.50 a year is less than one cent a week. In the course of 
a year it means to him only the cost of a few cigars. 


To the publisher of a weekly newspaper with 1,000 circulation the 


difference between a $2.00 subscription price or a $1.50 price means 
$500.00 a year. That $500.00 may very well mean the difference between 
a newspaper or no newspaper; the difference between a profitable 
business or an unprofitable business. 


In 1914 the general price of country weekly newspapers was $1.50 


a year. At that time the country publisher was buying news print for 
about three cents a pound in ton lots. Today he is paying from four 
to five cents a, pound. At that time he was paying once cent a pound 
flat for postage. Today he pays one and one-half cents on the read- 
ing matter content of his paper and zone rates on the advertising. At 
that time he was paying $12.00 to $20.00 a week for printers. Today he 
pays anywhere from $20.00 to $40.00 for printers. There are but few 
items that enter into the production of a newspaper that do not cost 
anywhere from 25 to 100% more now than the same items cost in 1914. 


Country newspaper subscription prices have not been increased in 


anything like the proportion that newspaper production costs have 
increased. The greatest bargain the public is offered today is the home- 
owned weekly newspaper, and no subscriber who really wants the 
paper is going to stop his subscription because he must pay four cents 
instead of three cents a week for it. He is not that anxious to save 
one cent a week. 


The people of any community wish that community to be repre- 


sented by a good newspaper. The people want a good newspaper more 
than they want the difference between four and three cents a week. 
To quote a report of the National Editorial association: "The people 
have demonstrated that they will more willingly, pay a full price for 
full value than a partial price for partial value."

Because of the usual legal delays 


in convicting an intoxicated driver 
of a motor vehicle, many physicians 
are refusing to make examinations 
of drivers brought before them by 
motor patrolmen. Several physicians 
in Gettysburg have refused to ex- 
amine., driver^,, because of the time 
required In-prosecuting the case. 


The work of the patrolmen has 


been interfered" with because of 
this attitude, but nothing can be' 
done about it. 
In some localities 


where the prohibition laws are held 
hi light regard, as in some sections 
of the coal regions, patrolmen have 
great difficulty in getting a doctor 
to issue a certificate stating that 
the driver brought to his office was 
drunk upon arrival. 


The physicians are not averse to 


the issuance of the "required cer- 
tificate, but many of them who have 
had experience object to the time 


required to see the case through to 
its conclusion. 


After the certificate and the al- 


leged intoxicated driver are taken 
before a justice of the peace^or a 
magistrate in a city the justice fixes 
a date for a preliminary hearing. 
The,.doctor. Is . subpoenaed--.to- 
tend. If the case'ls held for court 
the medical mn must appear be- 
fore the grand jury and if a true 
bill is returned he must be present 
in court when the case is called. 


This last step frequently takes up 


the best part of a day, waiting for 
the case to be reached, and in many 
instances two or three days. 


The law provides that the motor 


patrolmen, making an arrest of a 
drunken driver, shall take the dri- 
ver to physician for examination. 
If the physician wants to make this 
he may, but the law does not com- 
pel him to make it.

From' January l to June 1, Inclu- 


sive, the department of revenue has 
effected an annual saving in salaries 
of $212,649, or 8.3 per cent, Secretary 
Clyde L. King has announced. This 
saving was effected without any de- 
crease in service rendered the public 
or in the collection of taxes.

the department, 191 employes, or 
10.3 per cent, of the department's 
total personnel, was dropped.

A safety responsibility bill, so de­ 
signed that it will protect the large 
mass of law-abiding, careful drivers 
through penalizing and regulating 
the reckless and, at the same time, 
meet constitutional requirements, is 
being framed by the Pennsylvania 
motor federation for introduction at 
the 1933 session of the legislature. 
Thruogh this measure, patterned 
after laws now in successful opera­ 
tion in nearly a score of states, in­ 
cluding New York and New Jersey, 
the federation aims to reach the 
small minority of irresponsible driv­ 
ers to whom are charged the mount­ 
ing toll of life, limb and property 
in motor accidents. 
A committee comprising Charles 
W. Baby, Lancaster; Le Roy J. Scan­ 
lon, Johnstown, and Adam F. Miller, 
Lebanon, all members of the bar, 
has been authorized by the execu­ 
tive board of the federation to for­ 
mulate the measure. 
In this way 
they will follow the general outline 
of the A.A.A. safety responsibility 
bill, revised to fit in with provisions 
of the state constitution. 
''One-third of the car owners on 
the North American continent are 
now operating under a law similar 
to this," 8. Edward Gable, president 
of the federation, explained, “and 
experience to date has proven that 
this legislation has placed a higher 
premium on safe driving and, at the 
same time, has subjected the reck­ 
less and irresponsible to a large 
measure of control. Under the pro­ 
visions of the safety responsibility 
bill, when a motorist is involved in 
an accident that results in injury to 


is convicted of reckless driving or 
some other violation of the motor 
code as an outcome of the crash, he 
is required to give proof of his abil­ 
ity to satisfy any judgment that may 
be rendered against him up to a 
specified amount. 
Failure to do so 
would result in automatic revocation 
of his operator’s license and cancel­ 
lation of his car registration. If the 
motorist has a judgment imposed 
as the result of a civil suit growing 
out of an accident, even though 
there were no criminal conviction, 
the law would require that his li­ 
cense and registration certificate be 
suspended 
until he satisfies the 
claim. 
“The 
federation 
believes it 
is 
manifestly unnecessary and unfair 
to compel the overwhelming ma­ 
jority of motorists to carry insur­ 
ance 
to protect 
the 
community 
against the damage caused by the 
small minority, and that equally in­ 
equitable and undesirable would be 
a proposal that the state enter the 
insurance business and compel all 
motorists to contribute to a state 
fund. Compulsion of any sort is not 
popular with the average citizen and 
he resents being compelled to pur­ 
chase insurance. The safety respon­ 
sibility bill takes care of the situa­ 
tion in a way that is equitable and 
fair to all and we believe that the 
state legislature at Its next session 
will do well to enact, with what­ 
ever changes or revisions it consid­ 
ers essential for constitutionality, a 
bill such as is being drafted by the 
Pennsylvania motor federation to 
safeguard the lives and property of
